third moneys ouly.

Resolved, That where any rider, driver or 
horse rests uuder a ban imposed by any :01s- 
trict Blood Association of this State, that the 
same shall be duly rocognizsd by this Board 
and tn»t the person or horse upon wuieh nsld 
ban rests shall not be allowed to ride, drivm or 
start in » race until such ban Is lifted or satis- 
flea.
